TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Orange, in the county of 
Grafton in said state, qualified to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said Orange 
on Tuesday, the 6th day of March, 1973, at four o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain 
open until nine p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. Tochoose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, a Tax 
Collector, a Road Agent, a Constable, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for one year, one Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of Public 
Welfare, Fence Viewers, Measurers of Wood, Bark and Lumber, 
and all other officers that the Town may judge necessary. 

And then beginning at SEVEN O’CLOCK inthe EVENING, to vote 

on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,805.00 for the payment of Town Charges for the ensuing 
year. 

ARTICLE 3. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $400.00 to pay Town House expenses. 

ARTICLE 4. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,200.00 for the summer maintenance of highways and 
bridges. 

ARTICLE 5. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,200.00 for the winter maintenance of highways and bridges. 

ARTICLE 6. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,200.00 for the upkeep of the Town Grader. 

ARTICLE 7. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $248.93 for town road aid and the State will contribute 
$1,659.54. 

ARTICLE 8. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $560.00 for insurance as follows: Town House, Town Grader, 
Workmen’s Compensation and Surety Bonds. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20.00 for the purchase of books for the Town Library. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150.00 for the maintenance of the Town cemeteries.

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15.00 for the decoration of soldiers’ graves on Memorial 
Day. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 to be paid to the Town of Canaan for the use of fire 
equipment. In case of fires in Orange, the only cost to the Town 
of Orange will be for labor. 

ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 as an addition to the Fire Trust Fund. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,100.00 as an addition to the Snow Removal Equipment 
Fund. 

ARTICLE 15. Article 14 having passed, to see if the Town will 
authorize expenditure from the Truck Fund and / or the Snow 
Removal Equipment Fund (Capital Reserve Funds) a sum not 
to exceed $1,500.00 for the purchase of a front end loader. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to be paid toward the principal of the Grader 
Loan. | 

ARTICLE 17. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary 
Town charges. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $335.00 to pay interest on borrowed money. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote approval of the action 
taken by the Selectmen in completing negotiations with the 
Town of Canaan for the survey of the boundary between the two 
Towns, initiated by the Town of Canaan and made by Murray H. 
Stevens, State Licensed Surveyor, at a cost of $643.00, and 
paying the bill in that amount. 

ARTICLE 20. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real 
estate acquired through Tax Collector’s Deed in the Town. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 3 
per cent on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of 
the tax bill. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $185.00 to help support Mascoma Area Health Council, 
which offers various nursing and health services to the Town. 

ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 to be paid to the Town of Canaan for use of the 
Canaan Town Dump. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for Town Constable. 

ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50.00 to cover the cost of stray dogs impounded by the 
Town Constable. 

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $62.50 for dues to the New Hampshire Municipal Assoc- 
iation. 

ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $86.00 to become a member of the regional planning 
commission now organized and named the Upper Valley 
Planning and Development Council, said sum to be the Town’s 
share of the annual operating expenses of the regional planning 
commission, to be used in conjunction with other State and 
Federal Funds available for regional planning purposes. 

ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for the purchase of a fire resistant storage safe to 
protect the official and historic records of the Town. The total 
cost of this safe will be approximately $330.00, with $130.00 
coming from the BiCentennial Reserve Fund already 
established for this purpose. 

ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will authorize the expenditure of 
$1,400.00 for the Selectmen to negotiate the first stage of the 
preparation of a tax map required by State law to be completed 
by 1980. The approximate cost for the completed tax map is 
estimated at $3,000.00. 

ARTICLE 30. Article 29 having passed, to see if the Town will 
authorize the charging of said $1,400 against Revenue Sharing 
Funds in the Capital Reserve Funds. 

ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for legal fees with the unexpended balance, if any, 
to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund. 

ARTICLE 32. Tosee if the Town will vote to restrict future sales of 
cemetery lots to those persons who are or who have been 
residents of this Town. 

ARTICLE 33. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize an increase 
in salary for the combined position of Town Clerk - Town 
Treasurer from $140.00 to $300.00 per annum. 

ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize increasing 
the pay of ballot clerks from $7.50 to $10.00 for each day worked. 

ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars (as covered in Public Law 238.2) the long 
unused part of Road 66 northwest of the residence of Robert 


Terhune. 6 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars (as covered in Public Law 238.2) the long 
unused part of Road 65 (the so-called ‘‘Cummings Road’’) north 
of the George Bruns camp. 

ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars (as covered in Public Law 238.2) the long 
unused part of Road 64 east of the new log cabin built in 1972 by 
Charles Neily. 

ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars (as covered in Public Law 238.2) the long 
unused left fork of Road 62 (the so-called ‘‘New Colony Road’’) 
which runs north from the residence of Charles Morris toward 
Derby Pond. 

ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars (as covered in Public Law 238.2) the long 
unused spur from Road 61 which runs northeast from the 
residence of Clifford Ells to the foundation of a house formerly 
owned by a Mr. Rosenfield. 

ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to affirm the gates and 
bars restriction imposed in the year 1921 on that section of Road 
62 (New Colony Road) between the end of the blacktop northeast 
of the two residences owned by Colin Gunn and the Groton Town 
Line near to Sculptured Rocks. 

By petition of ten voters of the Town, the following article: 

ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town will vote to reopen, the steep hill 
portion of the cross road, otherwise known as the Turnpike 
Road. A portion which extends from the junction with Tuttle Hill 
Road down the cross road in a southwesterly direction 1/ 10 of 
a mile to the bottom of the hill. 

ARTICLE 42. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and other 
officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 

ARTICLE 43. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting not included in the warrant. 

ARTICLE 44. The polls shall not close earlier than nine o’clock in 
the evening.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State- 
town program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the 
Director, Division of Resources Development upon recom- 
mendation of the Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire 
Chief is responsible for fire suppression and other related duties. 
The State shares equally with the town in the cost of most forest 
fires, except illegal and careless fires, which are charged to the 
responsible party. The State further provides fire detection ser- 
vices, prevention programs, fire training for town wardens and 
crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 

By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any 
person wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest 
Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. 
and 5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 

Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an ex- 
tremely useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild 
it can become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can 
prevent a forest fire.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL 
Summary of Services for Town Reports 
January 1, 1972, to December 31, 1972 

Mascoma Area Health Council, founded in April of 1969, is completing 
its fourth year of service to the towns of Canaan, Enfield, Grafton and 
Orange. Two nurses, each working half time, provide full time visiting 
nurse service to the area. 

The Council also operates monthly free Well Child Conferences for 
children from birth to age 6, at which any child may receive regular 
complete physical examinations, all immunizations, and vision and 
hearing tests. Under the schedule at present in effect, the child is seen by 
our nurses just after birth, and then at the clinics at 3, 5, 7, 9 and 12 
months, at 18, 24 and 30 months, and at age 3, 4, 5 and 6 - or more 
frequently when justified. Parents accompany their children to these 
clinics; any trouble discovered is discussed with them and referred for 
further testing and treatment. Follow-up visits are made by the nurses. 
For any child who will not see a private physician, the Council provides 
the physical examination necessary for entrance to kindergarten or first 
grade. It is also under contract to supervise the health of the children in 
the Headstart program. 

Nutritionists are also available at each clinic, to discuss and teach 
nutrition for child and family. These nutritionists are also available to 
help older people who need it, on special diets, etc. 

In the summer of 1972 the Council made a start on a long hoped for 
dental program, and 135 children had their teeth cleaned and received 
fluoride treatments, and children and parents received counseling on 
proper dental care. Unfortunately the State of New Hampshire funds 
supporting this program ran out; we hope to have it again when new State 
budgets have been voted on. 

Except for several grants from the State of New Hampshire received 
in its first years, the Council depends for support on the 4 towns served, 
each of which contributes on the basis of its population. While the Council 
must of necessity make a charge for its services other than the clinics, 
these services are available to everyone regardless of ability to pay. 

At present our nurses are Mrs. Gertrude Clark of Grafton and Mrs. 
Toni Sadowsky of West Lebanon. During the past year they have made 
1,450 visits to area residents for nursing service or health promotion, 
counseling and support. 

The Council is governed by a volunteer board of directors elected from 
the 4 towns, and its medical policies and practices are supervised by a 
Medical Advisory Board consisting of area physicians and several 
volunteers. 

The Council maintains its office in the Health Room at Mascoma 
Valley Regional High School, with its own telephone (632-7234). It is 
heavily dependent on, and grateful to, the Methodist Churches of Canaan 
and Enfield and the School, which provide space for its clinics, and to the 
School for its office space there. A pamphlet describing the Council and 
its work and service is available on request. Its monthly meetings (first 
Monday, 7:30 p.m. at the School) are open to the public, and visitors and 
volunteers are welcomed. 
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
